Ament! the Law relating to the Valuation of 
Rateable Property in Ireland. 

HEEEAS it is expedient to amend the Law relating to Preamble, 
the A aluationj of Rateable Property in Ireland in the 
Manner herein-after mentioned : Be it enacted by the 
Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice and Con- 
5 sent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this 
present Parliament assembled, and by the Authority of the same as 
follows : 




1. Erorn the revised Valuation of any Tenement in any Poor 
Law Union in Ireland, made by the Commissioner of Valuation 
10 at any annual Revision, in pursuance of the Laws in force for the 
Valuation of rateable Property in Ireland, the Board of Guardians 
of the Union in which such Tenement shall be situate shall 
have the same Power of Appeal to the Commissioner of Valuation, 
and to the Quarter Sessions, as the Owner or Occupier of such 
15 Tenement now has, and such Appeal shall be subject to the same 
Conditions and Provisions, and exercised in the same Manner, os is 

provided 



Clause A.

2. When the Board of Guardians of any Union shall he the 
Party appealing from the revised Valuation of any Tenement as 
aforesaid, the Clerk of the said Board shall send by Post or cause 5 
to be delivered to the Occupier or Occupiers of the Tenement in 
respect of the Valuation of which the Appeal is made a Notice 
similar in all respects to that now by Law required to be sent or 
delivered to the Board of Guardians by the Owner or Occupier 

of any Tenement who may appeal from the revised Valuation 10 
thereof, and such Notice shall be signed by such Clerk, and a 
Copy, thereof shall be sent by such Clerk to the Commissioner 
of Valuation at the Office in Lublin of the General Valuation of 
Ireland. 

3. In any Appeal to the Quarter Sessions of any Board of 15 
Guardians in respect to such revised Valuation, the Occupier or 
Occupiers of the Tenement in respect of the Valuation of which 
such Appeal is made shall be joined as Respondents in such 
Appeal together with the Commissioner of Valuation; and in case 
the Board of Guardians shall fail on the Hearing of such Appeal, 20 
the Court of Quarter Sessions may, if they shall so think fit, award 

to the Respondents or any of them such Costs as they may deem 
reasonable, not exceeding in the whole the Sum of Ten Pounds, 
for their Costs of such Appeal, and the Sum so awarded shall be 
forthwith paid to the said Respondents by such Board of Guardians ; 25 
and in no Case shall the Board of Guardians be entitled as against 
the Respondents to the Costs of such Appeal. 

4. It shall not be necessary for any Board of Guardians ap- 
pealing to Quarter Sessions against the revised Valuation of any 
Tenement to enter into any Recognisance conditioned for the due 30 
Presentation of such Appeal or for any other Purpose ; and no 
Appeal by any Board of Guardians shall affect any Rate that may 
be struck before or pending such Appeal. 
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
